demption : Who can but heaſtoniwed at thy 
fantaſtical pride and preſumption, O thou

Fufſt looking upon his beginning aid origie

© And firſt Jet us conſider the matter of

nouriſhed in the Won» , by what exquilite 
means the ſuſtenance is conveyed into it, be- 
cauſe 1t cannor receiveit at the mouth : Alſo

of all Creatures, that many times putring

but being come to ſome Riper perfettion 11 
the Mothers Belly, dy but con{der with me 
what delicate viands Nature hath provide 
for its (ſuſtenance. 

If the ma'mnec of the Creation of it was a 
wo:ader to us, athingof greater admiration, 
will itsfocd and means of maintenaice repre- 
ſe it to our Eontemplation ? Is it not ſtrange 
that it is maintained and. fed with that mon- 
ftrous blood, which the Mother ſhould purge 
out every Moneth, which is a ſort of Food fo 
deteſtable and noiſfome , that I am troubled 
and even athamed to declareit, although che 
Phyloſophers and Phyſfitians that write con- 
cermng theſe ſecrets of Naturedo expreſs it : 
Thoſe thar are curious and detirous to under- 
Rand theſe things, let them read Pliny's N.- 
taral Hiftwry; and there they will finde what 
ma'ly others have written hereof before him. 
But to return to our purpoſe:

er ters into the light of this Worid, but nor 
without grievous throws and pangs, and ſuf- 
hcient (hrieks and groans of the poor Mother, 
and not without danger, toil, ard ſome hurt 
to the tender body of the Infants ; and inthe 
time of the nine Moneths what griefs , what 
anguaſhes , and ſorrowes do many Mothers 
feel} which the Creature cauſeth, and with- 
out making any long ſtories of many Women, 
who being with Child looſe their ſt>macks, 
and cannot eat or digeſt their food , but are 
poſſeſſed with divers ftrange appetites and 
longings , ſome of which ( for Example ) 
bave delired to eat humane Flieth, coveting to 
eat the meat out of their Husbands mouths, 
and thelike ; which many times hath cauſed 
men to flie, and abſent themſelves from 
home.

| Nature; others again, ate extream defzrous 
to feed up9a Aſhes, Coals, Cinders, and the | 
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like; according to the quantity of il] and cor- 
ripted 'Humours which are predominant mn 
their bodies, 

Furthermo'e, with what pap and to1i- 
tures many times are the-{ad Mothers per- 
plexed? And in what hazard do they ſee 


themſelves when they come co the bringing. 


forth of the Infants. Some come with their 
Armes form»ſt, others with their Feet, 0- 
thers with their Knees, and others c-me a- 
thwart, or double; But what is worſe and 
moſt ſad and woful, is a thing which cannot 
well be expreſſed without terror both to the 
Speaker, ( or Writer ) and the Hearer;

This care 1s to be the 
Mothers; for this reaſon Nature hath given 
them 2 Breaſts like two ſmall round Gourds, 
proper places and fit, to contain the Milk for 
the ſuſtenance of their Children; but how 
many Mothers are there at this day, ( if the 
cruth were ſpoken ) who are contented and 
think they have done too much for their Chil- 
dren by bringing them forth onely, and that 
many times Abortives,and ouſt out from their 
Entrails, and are preſently ſent out to ſome 
Village to be nurſed , without either ſeeing 
or hearing of them at all, for which cauſe there 
1s many times a Poor Child ſent them inſtead 
of their own. Such Women do rather take 
pleaſure and contentment in a Foiſting-hound. 
or Lap-dog, aid with much more thameleſ:; 
delight do chey kiſs, hugge, and embrace ic, 
then if ic were their own natural} Child, which 
they count a ſhame to feed , cleanſe, ſwathe;, 
or take int their armes. 

Moſt part of the other animals do not uſe 
this prat'c2, nor are ſo unnatural to their 
young ones; they never commit 'them to any 
other, although they have never ſo many,but 
area continual thield of defence and proteCti- 
on to them, for rhey will no';. forſake them 
until they ſee them of ſufficie nt ftrength and 
capacity to guide for the prel ent, and defend 
themſelves trom danger: A' ad which is more 

ſtrange, there is often ftri' jes, debates, and 
Emu= 
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lacions beewixe the Males and Females 


Which ſhall demoſt for them : The truth of 


which hath not onely been experimentally 
demonſtrated in the Apes, but more in che 
Beares, a ſort of cruel, fierce, and ravenous 
Beafts, which love their young ones {> much, 
that they doe not onely conteat them- 
ſelves with cockering and giving them the 
reats,bur ſeeing that they are caſt out without 
any form or ſhape , they labortr with a weari- 
ſome toil, continually licking them until taey 
have brought them to a Natuial figure or 
likeneſs. ; 

Alfo the Birds, although they have many 
times 5, 6,2r a dozen under their Wings, poſ- 


have _ laid up tofeed them, yet they 
never leavenor forlake them, but ftinde out 
new wayes, force ſtrength our of weakneſs, 
andat asfar as nature hath taught them, that 
they may comply with Natures obligation, 
and hatch and bring up their young ones: Buc 
where can wefinde a better or more ſollide 


the poor Wretch is no ſooner born, but he is 
deprived of that which of juſt right doth be- 
long-unto him, and Nature hath provided for

Nurſes? and f it were onely the body that 
received this damage, it would not be half {© 
bad; it's not that onely that?s intereZed, 
ſpoiled, and hindered, as formerly it was 
ſeenin Tits the Son of V eſpatian the Fmper- 

or, and many others, who being brought up 
and ſuckled by an intirm Nurſe, pafled the 
tew dayes of his life in a weak, ſick] y, and fin- 
fxtunate condition, as Lapr zadur writes. 

Bur all this is nothing in compar iſoa of the 
detriment and prejudice tae Soul receives 
from that evil Charatter which is ſtamped 
therein, by the lewd breeding and the wicked 
lite of the Nurle. 

Dion a Greek, Hiſtorin, in the life of Cayus 
Caligula the third Emperor of Rome, writes, 
That they did not impute to his Parents the 
wicked, infamous, aud miſchievous Nature 
of this: lewd and blood-thir ſty Emperor, be- 
cate it was certainly known he had fucker 1t 


 withthe Milk : For the Nurſe that gave him 
_ ſuck wasofa wicked and cruel diſpotition by 


nat.ure, and hadacuſt>me to dip her Niple br 


in blood, ad then give the Child che Teat; 2 " 


from which he commenced to be ſuch an in- i 


hamaie and appetitious g olutcon as to cat. 
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mens blood; for afterwards he not ſatisfying 
himſelf with continual Deaths, Woundings, 
and Wicked Aﬀions, which he committed, 
but wouldſuck and lick the Swords and Dag- 
cers with which he hal flaia men. And far- 
ther : 

Not being able to ſatisfie his wicked appe- 
tite with humane blood, he wiſhed , That 
there wereno more Heads in the World but 
one,that he might take it off, a1d conſequent- 
ly remain abſolute Lord of the whole Wor d. 

ISit not ſuftcieat then the great troubles 
and.cormeats which the poor Creature hath 
ſuffered inthe Womb of his Mother, but ye 
muſt provide new ſurrowes, add new afflicti- 
ons to his miſery, as ſaonas he is born into 
the World; a1d that ſometimes for delicacy, 
or by ungrateful, hard-hearted, and unadvi- 
ſed diſaffeRtion of the Mothers, who unnatu- 
rally denying them theic owa Breafs, expoſe 
them to more anger then they are aware of; 
for often Nurſes dv either change them , 0: 
feed them with rotten, diſeaſed, and corrup- 
ted Milk, from whence it proceeds they come 
toliveinfirm, fickly, andimpoteat, ( as it 
hath been experimeated by many learned 
Phy{itians, ) aad that with a full damage the 
poor Creatures, and infamy tov the Mothers 
ofthem; for theres nothing more certain, 
that if the Nurſe be blear or {quint Ey'd, the 
Creature will be ſo, This is not from the 


Milk 
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Milk it ſucks, but from a continual converſe 
and cuſtome the Child takes looking upon his 
Nurſe, and if ſhe be given to much drinking, 
makes it of a faint and feeble complexion, and 
cauſes it to love Wine and ſtrong drink, as we 
read in the life of the Emperor Tiverio , who 
was much piven to this Vice; for the 
Nurſe that gave him ſuck did not onely drink 
to excels her (elf, but often fed him with ſops 
in Wine, 

Here you ſee how the difpolitions and cu- 
{tomes of Nurſes do work upon, nay are pre- 
dominant over the weak natures of Children: 
If ſhe be given todrunkennefs, ſo will it; if 
ſhe be infirm the like will it be, and if ſhebe 
bad the Creature often proves worſe: But 
—_— we have him in the tuition of a wake- 
full, wholeſome, and careful Nurſe, and he 
ſeems to be out of danger : O fad and unfor- 
tunate animals,even then he ſeems to be moſt 
{urrognded with troubles : I ay, even then 
thou canſt not but conſider him moſt environ- 
ed and encompaſſed with miſeries and calami- 
ties; with what labour and pains do the un- 
fortunate Nurſes bring them up , many do 
burſt themſelves meerly with weeping and 
ſhrieking, inſomuch that they need no other 
larum to keep them from their quiet repoſe 
evenat midnight , then what theiedo appear 
to beg others do ſtumble, fall, and catch 
wounds, not underſtanding, how nor which 

way; 
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mens blood ;. for afterwards he not ſatisfying 
himſelf with continual Deaths, Woundings, 
and Wicked Aﬀions, which he committed, 
but would ſuck and lick the Swords and Dag- 
gers with which he hal ſhia men.

IF it not ſufficient thea the great troubles 
and.cormeats which the poor Creature hath 
ſuffered in the Womb of his Mother, but ye 
muſt provide new ſorrowes, add new afflicti- 
ons to his miſery, as ſgonas hes born into 
the World; and that ſometimes for delicacy, 
or by ungrateful, hard-hearted, and unadvi- 
ſed kifafRtion of the Mothers, who unnatu- 
rally denying them their owa Breats, expoſe 
them to more anger then they are aware of; 
for often Nurſes dv either change them , 0: 
feed them with rotten, diſeaſed, and corrup- 
ted Milk, from whence it proceeds they come 
toliveinfirm, fickly, andimpoteat, ( as it 
hath been experimented by many learned 
Phy{ztians, ) aad that with a full damage the 

- Poor Creatures, and infamy tu the Mothers 
of them; for thereis nothing more certain, 
that if the Nurſe be blear or {quint Ey*d, the 
Creature will be ſo, This. is not from the 
| x ok 
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Milk it ſucks, but from a continual converſe 
and cuſtome che Child takes lookingupon his 
Nurſe, and if ſhe be given to much drinking, 
makes it of a faint ani feeble complexion, and 
cauſes it to love Wine and ſtrong diink, as we 
read in the life of the Emperor Tiberzo , who 
was much given to this Vice; for the 
Nurſe that gave him ſuck did not onely drink 
to excels her ſelf, but often fed him with ſops 
in Wine. 

Here you ſee how the diſpoſitions and cu- 
{tomes of Nurſes do work upon, nay are pre- 
dominant over the weak natures of Children: 
If ſhe be given todrunkenneſs, fo will it; if 
ſhe be of th the like will it be, and if ſhebe 
bad the Creature often proves worſe: But 
COP we have him in the tuition of a wake- 
full, wholeſome, and careful Nurſe, and he 
ſeems to be out of danger : O fad and unfor- 
tunate animals,even then he ſeems to be moſt 
{urrognded with troubles : I Gay, even then 
thou canſt not but conſider him moſt environ- 
ed and encompaſſed with miſeries and calami- 
ties; with what labour and pains do the un- 
fortunate Nurſes bring them up , many do 
burſt themſelves meerly-with weeping and 
ſhrieking, inſfomuch that they need no other 
larum to keep them from their quiet repoſe 
even at midnight , then what theiedo appear 
to. beg others do ſtumble, fall, and catch 
wounds, not underſtanding, how nor which 
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the frail body, but hath received ſome detri- 
ment 6r maim, and if I ſhould take in hand to 
relate the infirmities, which very many poor 


creatures do naturally inherit from theloath- 


ſome and putr ifaCtious diſeaſes cf theParents, 
it would be an endlefs work, a< a!foif I ſhould 
begin ro declare the multitude of toyes and 


: fooleries they butie and imploy themſelves 


within this their tender infancy : With what 
childiſh ſports dothey ſpend their time, with
